CUTTING UP DIDOS. 


Discovery of Unusual Value to Astronomical 


World From the Fact That Scientists Have 


Believed the Shiner Inert. 


Berkley, Cal.. June IS..—Through 


a series of investigations at the Uni- 
versity of California, Dr. Joel Steb- 
bins, of the IJck 
Observatory, 
has 


made the remarkable discovery that 
he variable star Oroicron Ceti. which 
las been known to vary at uncertain 
intervals since 1596, is at present 


undergoing extraordinary fluctuations 
and a variation of brightness, of at 
least 2,000 times its ordinary intensity. 
The discovery is of unusual value to 
the astronomical world from the fact 
that the scientists had believed the 
atar to be inert. A bulletin announc- 
ing the discovery has jast been issued 
at the X'nlverslty.
